: ere «able excitement had been caused by reports from Tient- 
sin Of @ fracas having taken place there between the suite of a 
Chin’ se’ official and a party of foreigners. The correct statement 
°" ‘che facts shows this report to have been exaggerated. It ap- 

pears that while some gentlemen from H.M.S. Salamis were rid- 
ing through the native city one of them flourishing his whip 
rather carelessly as he went along; the lash struck the Chentai— 
who chanced to be coming out of his yamen to get into his chair, 
as they passed—on the side of the face. No one of the party 
could speak Chinese to explain the accident, the guards aol de- 
monstrations of battle and murder, but the Chentai checked their 
excitement, and sent an escort with the officers back to the settle- 
ment, asking who they were and stating what happened. Of 
course an explanation and expression of regret for the accident 
were at once conveyed to him, whereupon he expressed himself 
quite satisfied ; he had assumed that it was an accident, and only 
wished to be assured of the fact. If it had happened in the case of 
some petty ill-tempered mandarin, very likely he would have al- 
lowed his men rein. The Chentai acted properly and calmly, and 
the matter was explained and settled at once. 

An unlooked for amare had occurred to the new iron bridge 
over the Soochow Creek. hile a number of people were assew- 
bled in the Gardens, listening to the Hertha’s band, attention was 
attracted to the bridge by a somewhat prolonged crashing sound, 
and the first two sections of the structure, at the Hong-qew side 
were seen to have fallen from their proper position. The cause o 
their fall was easily discovered, the two screw piles upon which they 
depended for support having, from some cause which is still matter 
of conjecture, given way about six or eight feet. The end of the 
section uniting with the shore portion was thereby displaced, the 
roadway had fallen into the creek, the girder on the north side 
was left pendant, threatening to follow the centre portion, while 
the girder on the south side was only saved by butting up against 
the point of the corresponding girder of the shore section and 
maintaining aslight hold on the pile. The shore section fortunately 
went down even with the piles and did not swerve in the slightest, 
though it descended s> quickly and from so considerable a height. 
The most probable reason which can be assigned for the accident 
is that the solidified mud yielded suddenly to the pressure of the 
structure, and that the piles then entered a soft treacherous bed, 
into which they were driven some distance before the weight be- 
came partly thrown off, or some harder bottom being reached, they 
stopped, on as good a level each with the other as when they 
started. The flanges may have given way, but that is less a 
bable, because they form almost an integral part of the piles. 
damaged sections are being taken to pieces, and the girder in dan- 
ger is meanwhile supported by chains to the sound portions of the 
bridge. The next couple of piles, nearer the centre, have been 
slightly displaced on the north side, no doubt by the jerk.

HONG KONG. 

We have advicés from this port tothe 26th May. The outward 
mail—P. and 0. of ‘the 7th April was received on the 17th May) 
and the following French mail of April 14 on the 25th May. 
The latest telegrams were dated May 16. 


Kwok Asing, the coolie formerly charged with the murder of 
the captain of the Novelle Penelope, coolie ship, has been again 
discharged by Chief Justico Smale. Having narrated how pri- 
soner was arrested immediately on his discharge by this Court, 
the Chief Justice remarked that it was open to the prisoner to 
contend that such arrest vitiated all subsequent proceedings, 
His Lordship then set forth, clearly, the exact snmeness of the 
charges upon which (1) prisoner was first committed, (2) on 
which he was committed the second time, and (3) on which the 
information against him was founded. As he was deprived of 
assivtance from any precedent, his Lordship had to give his own 
construction to Section 6; and from this construction, as given 
at length in the judgment, the prisoner is freed from the com- 
mitment and the information. He was discharged, and effect was 
ordered to be given to the decision at tho risk of a contempt of 
Court in case of noncompliance. His Lordship remarked strongly 
on the case of the Dolores Ugarte, and said that the inquiry into 
its circumstances ought not to be left entirely to the conductors 
of newspapers. Toucking upon the other points relating to the 
Ugarte case, his Lordship said—* It would be useful to know what 
ship, and flying what flag it was, that towed the Dolores Ugarte 
out of the Macao road, and whether any and what insurers, and 
of what nationality secured as a debt of honour to the slavers the 
value of the living cargo in the event that has happened.” Ais Lord- 
ship concluded by again laying down the general legal principle 
that if a number of the men are not in lawful custody they are not 
guilty of the murder of those de facto in authority over them ; 
being prisoners they have a right to regain their freedom by any 
means in their power. The man was discharged.

There has been a meeting at Canton of those interested in the 
Silk trade. The first resulution, proposed by Mr. Crace, and se- 
conded by Mr. Nye, was as follows :—“ That the Foreign Consuls 
be applied to in order to induce the Viceroy of the two Kwangs to 
issue a proclamation, recommending the country dealers to send 
none but good conditioned silk to market.” This resolution being 

ut to the vote, there were 14 ayes and 6 noes. The second reso- 
ution was proposed by Mr. Mestern, and seconded by Mr. Hulse: 
—‘That all foreign buyers shall conform to an old-established 
custom, partially fallen into disuse, that is, of claiming compen- 
sation of the native seller for any loss in weight on fine raw silk, 
sold in Europe or America, in excess of 3 per cent. on the net 
weight, previous to shipment, and on waste in excess of 5 per 
cent. This resolution was carried nem. con. The third rego- 
lution, moved by Mr. Crace, and seconded by Mr. Smith, was 
to this effect :—“That the silk dealers be invited to consider 
that contracts duly entered by a foreign firm in its books in 
presence of the dealer, shall be binding not only as to the amount 
of the article, but also as to the quality to be delivered, and that, 
should they fail in the latter particular, the matter to bearbitrated 
in such a way as shall, hereafter, be agreed upon.” Carried nem. 
con. Mr. Thomas then proposed :—“That a committee of three 
silk-inspectors, with power to add to their number, be formed, to 
take the foregoing resolutions into consideration, and to report 
Progress at a future time.”’ This was unanimously carried. After 
a vote of thanks to the Chairman, the meeting separated. The 
subject of robberies of silk-packages, when on transit, both‘to 
Europe and America, also came before the meeting. This matter, 
—a very grave ome in its naturc—was referred to the Committee.

BANGKOK. 

An American circus has been opened and patronised by both 
the Supreme and the Second King. 

On the 6th May a steamer, belonging to H.M. the Second King, 
was sent to the German Consulate, to convey an autograph letter 
from H.I. Majesty the Emperor of Germany to H.M. the Second 
King. The letter, resting upon a gold vase, which was double, 
was very reverently placed by the Siamese conductor upon a 
round table in the audience hail, and four iron guns, which were 
dexterously served by sprightly Siamese gunners, vociferated 
twenty-one loud shouts of welcome. The audience was short and 
interesting. His Majesty rose, bowed, and, pacing backwards, re- 
turning the bows of the Consular party, disappeared. At the 
same time all the prostrate princes and nobles of the Second 
King's court, who were present, each with his palm-joined hands, 
raised his body resting on his knees, lowered it again to a rest. 
ing pesision upon the knees and elbows, and abjectly touched his 
forehead to the carpeted floor of the hall ; this prostration ,was 
performed thrice at the opening and the close of the audience.

IMPORTS, 

HANKow.—Grey Shirtings: Little demand for 7 Ib., and prices 
again slightly lower. With less pressure by importers, ordinary 8} Ibs. 
improved to Tis. 1.80 to 1.83 per plece, at which considerable sales 
were made, but the advance was subsequently lost. Heavy makes 
quoted a mace lower, closing at Tis. 1.58 to 1.63 for 7 lbs., Tis, 
1.78 to 1.00 for 8} lbs. and Tis, 2.20 to 2.42 for 92 Ibs. 
T-Cloths: A good quantity forced off at a decline of @ mace 
per piece, and lower offers made, Good Mexican 7 lbs, quoted 
Tis. 1.40 to 1.45, 8 lhs. sold at Tis. 1.89 to 1.85 per piece. Drills: 
Previous rates no longer obtainable; only small sales made, Fancy 
Cottons: All descriptions are out of demand 5 Quotations nominal. 
Woollens and Worsteds: No inquiry. Figured Orleans: Large sup- 
plies ; prices declined about two maco per piece, at which sales were 
difficult to effect. Metals: Lead weaker, without any inquiry. Quick- 
silver nominally quoted Tis. 80 per picul. 

SHANGHAI.—Since the departure of the last (French) mail there had 
been considerable activity in the Import market, especially for Shirtings, 
very large transactions had been entered into, and a fair advance in 
rates had resulted. The upward turn the market had taken was chiefly 
due to a private telegram dated London, May 38, to the effect that 
Shirting shipments had almost stopped. Grey Shirtings: The tclegram 
just alluded to had caused considerable excitement amongst foreign and 
native speculators, and had led to the settlement of upwards of 100,000 
pieces, chiefly of 8 lbs., at an udvance of 5 to 6 candareens per piece. 
Common chops 8} Ibs. sold at Tls. 1.7.8 to 1.8.0 per piece, goud at 
Tis. 1.8.1 to 1.8.5 per piece, and best Eagles at Tls. 1.9.0 per piece; 
7 Ibs. had not received much notice, and there had been comparatively 
little done in them, but the market was firmer; heavy weights were un- 
saleable. White Shirtings: At from Ts. 2.00 to 9.05 per piece fuir 
settlements of 64-reeds had been made; {for other coants little inquiry 
existed, and prices were nominal. T-Cloths: The market had shown great 
irregularity ; best kinds of Mexicans both of 6 Ib. and 7 Ib. weights 
had been most wanted; but a fair business had also been done in the 
commoner descriptions at about former prices; 8 lbs. lowcr ; best 
quality offering at Tls.

TEA. 

Hanxow.—Rain with but occasional fine weather had prevailed for 
some weeks, and by last accounts seems to have been general in the 
neighbouring districts, thereby delaying the picking and firing of the 
new Teas: musters (exclusive of Ningchows) were not expected to be 
shown before the 22nd to 24th May. Regarding price there was no re- 
liable information, but in most of the Oupack districts high rates are 
reported as being paid. 

SHANGHAI.—With the exception of one small settlement of common 
Green there had been nothing done during the fortnight. 

Foocuow.—Information had been received through the teamen of 
the commencement of busincss in new Congous in all the country mar- 
kets. Prices had, on the whole, been about the same as those of last 
year for all qualities excepting the finest, for which latter from one to 
two taels more had been realised. At first it had been believed that 
the new season would be a much earlier one, so far at least as regarded 
the receipt of new tcas from the country, the favourable reports sent in 
by the growers from time to time having induced that anticipation. 
This, however, had not been borne out, as thus far only fuur musters of 
Congou and one of Oolong had been shown, and the total stock of new 
tea at this port did not amount to 2,000 chests, Under these circum- 
stances no idea could be formed of the crop, and the teamen’s reports 
were conflicting. There appears to have been some excitement at the 
opening of the Oolong market, the result being an advance of two taels 
on the prices paid last year. Later news, however, reported a much 
quieter tecling, and a consequent decline of from two to thren taels from 
early values. It was said that this season’s supply would probably be 
much heavier than that of last. Considerable quantities uf Scented 
teas were being packed, and would shortly be placed on the market. 

Canton.—The arrivals of New Seagon’s Leaf, from the near districts 
had been on a much smaller scale than in former seasons, and this, com- 
bined with an abscnce of any inclination on the part of foreigners to 
enter the market, and the exorbitant prices demanded by holders for 
their scanty stocks, had prevented anything like a commencement of 
business, The Scenting Flower still remained very cheap. The only 
transactions reported during the fortnight had been 270 half-chests Dis- 
trict Congou, at Tle, 20 to 26, and 1,009 half-chests Pouchong at Tie. 145

SHANGHA!.—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skezgs and Co.’s 
Circular :—There has been only a small business doing in the article 
during the past fortnight, as most of the dealers have been away up- 
country ; some few have retarned and report very favourably of the 
progress of the worms. In some districts spinning has already com- 
menced, while in others they are in their fourth stage. Small musters 
are expected in about a week, and sume few bales will in all probability 
be down in time for the first mail in June. Buyers, both fureign and 
native, are not at all anxious to make contracts ; on the contrary, much 
coldness is exhibited on both sides, and the latter affirm if foreigners 
will only have patience and not buy for the first} month we may see a 
reduction of 20 per cent. or perhaps 30 on last season's opening prices. 
This under ordinary circumstances might appear favourable, but as 
most of the men estimate the yield at from 45 to 50,000 bales, and 
there is every prospect of an exceedingly large crdp in Europe, it is 
highly improbublo that prices, even with the above reduction, can 
prove remunerative, especially in the unsettled state of political affairs 
on the Continent. 

CanTon.—About 300 bales of the firet crop have been placed on the 
market. Heavy rains, which had fallen during the fortnight, were con- 
sidered favourable to the development of the second crop, but rather un- 
favourable for the purchases of the first, which was offering. The latest 
news from France also had a tendency to check buying, and thia, with 
the heavy stock in the London market, would tend, it was considered, 
to lower the prices demanded.

GOVERNMENT ADMINISTRATION IN THESTRAITS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—The Straits newspapers mention that the Colonial Office 
has disallowed a vote of 1,680 dollars, or about £400, which was 
granted last year by the Legislative Council, for the supply of 
gas to the new Government House, and the Colonists will not fail 
to appreciate an act which shows that their interests are more 
considered by Lord Kimberley than the interests of the Governor. 
Butisis Lordship would render the Colony a still more important 
service if he would ascertain how the gas was paid for in former 
years. Certainly no vote for it appeared in black and white on the 
Estimates, but it is generally believed in Singapore that it was 
charged to the Colony under the head of unforeseen charges. If 
this be true, it would remain for Lord Kimberley to determine 
whether such a payment could be properly charged to such a vote 
and indeed whether such a vote ought ever to be allowed.— Your

LITERATURE.

The Rev. Ernest J. Eitel, whose exhaustive treatise, the 

“ Handbook for the Student of Chinese Buddhism,” attracted so 
much attention at the time of its publication by Messrs. Trubner 
last year, has just published three introductory Essays on the 
same highly interesting and popularly educational subject. The 
Essays before us, also published by Messrs. Trubner and Co., ap- 
ear to have been first given in the form of lectures in Hong 
Kong in the course of last winter. The style of the author is 
pure and eminently suggestive. Most of our readers will no 
doubt procure the little volume for themselves. We will not 
therefore spoil their perusal of it by the extracts which we should 
willingly make if we were addressing a community less informed 
on the subject. We cannot, however, lay down the pamphlet with- 
out congratulating Mr. Hitel on the service that he has rendered to 


the causes of religion, religious toleration and literature, by the. 


pains he has bestowed on a subject which, though evidently con- 
genial to his own intellectual perceptions, is as yet, we are sorry 
to say, “caviare to the multitude” of English readers at home. 
But Mr. Eitel may comfort himself with the reflection that his 
“ Handbook of Buddhism” has made its mark on the iminds of 
the educated few, and that his present production is a most wel- 
come and useful complement to it. 


We have received the report of the Oriental College of Paris, 
containing an interesting introductory lecture on the Japanese, 
by Professor Leon.de Rosny, with a note explanatory of the de- 
rivation of Japanese words, by M. Charles de Labarthe. We also 

erceive the announcement of a new German-Tibetan dictionary, 
i M. H. A. Yaeschke. This will be the fourth work.of the kind 
compiled by an European. From Japan La France en Orient re- 
ports movements so threatening on the part of the Buddhists to 
the foreigners that, unless checked, it may lead to a revolution.

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THE BISHOP OF VICTORIA ON MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

Bishop Alford arrived in San Francisco on the 13th ult., and, on the 
invitation of his clergy, he delivered an address in the Church of th® 
Advent, San Francisco. His subject was “Position and Prospzcts of 
Christian Missions in China and Japan.” 

The Right Rev. Prelate said: —“ As regards China, I think it right to 
tell you that the Chinese Imperial Government is at this time making 
a very serious and determined effort to rid the country of Ohristian 
missionaries. In view of the manger in,which the Tientsin massacre 
and the Yangchow riot have been apparently regarded by Great Bri- 
tain and the United States the Chinese Government has become em- 
boldened to make demands of Europe and Americ3 in reference to 
missionaries and their converts, which, if acceded to, must greatly 
curtail mission work in China, if not eventually expel all missionaries 
from the country. I am informed by those who have seen the de- 
spatch (for the document has not been made public, though it has al- 
ready been forwarded by the representatives of the Great Powers, 
European and American, residing at Peking, to their respective Govern- 
ments) that it is drawn up in a way eminently calculated to attract 
attention, and that it is in some respects as directed against Roman 
Catholic missions in China (apparently so reasonable, that —especially 
in the estimation of those, and they are not a few—who fail to recog- 
nise the distinctive principles and practice of the Roman Catholic 
propaganda and of the Episcopal Church in America and England in 
reference to missions) itis greatly calculated to prejudice the credit 


and therein the stability and extension of all Christian missions in 
China, Protestant'as well as Roman Catholic. 


The Bishop next gave a statement of the demands made by Prince 
Kung. It was while the Foreign-office had in course of final settle- 
ment the Tientsin affair, and when all demands of the Catholic Bishop, 
including the erection of a monument to mark the reprobation of the 
assassins, that the unexpected manifesto was launched forth. The 
French Government, the Chinese well knew, were unable to obtain 
redress by force, and agents in Europe furnished information as to the 
distractions existing among the great Powers. England would not act; 
Mr. Low, the United States Minister, was, to say the least, neutral, 
and the German representative could not be expected to enter warmly 
into a defence of French rights. Prince Kung found the time favour- 
able, and gave expression to the real sentiments of the maudarins re- 
specting Christian missionaries. The Tientsin treaties were in full 
force; but the treaties negotiated by Mr. Burlingame were never 
ratified, and remain unratified unto the present day. The demands 
are briefly to the following effect: —Missionaries residing beyond the 
limits of a consular port shall be subject to the judicial decision and 
treatment of the local mandarin instead of the nearest consul. All 
mission establishments shall be supervised by Chinese officers ap- 
pointed for that purpose. In case of a riot by a. Chinese mob no com- 
pensation for ruined property shall be demanded of the place where 
the riot occurred. All foreign ladies shall be sent home, such teachera 
being injurious to the peace and retirement of Chinese female society, 
and no native woman shall be allowed to attend meetings for Christian 
worship. No missionary shall receive more than forty-five converts. 
No native children shall attend Christian schools. A public registra- 
tion office shal? be established, in which all baptisms shall be noted, 
and the history, residence, and condition of the applicants recorded. 


Such are the leading features of Prince Kung's despatch, and which 
in a few words wipes out of existence all the treaties concluded with 
China since 1844. ‘There are a few more provisions of a similar cha- 
racter, to grant which, in whole or in part, would be to expel the mis- 
sionary from China and close the door for ever against him in the dis.. 
charge of his office. The amount of property, consisting of churches, 
schools, asylums, cemeteries, &c., belonging to the missionaries reaches 
millions of dollars. This money was invested on the strength of 
treaties, and, of course, if the new policy of exclusion be carried out, 
this property becomes almost a total loss. 


His lordship next alluded to the condition of Christian missionaries 
in Japan. In that country the hostility of the Government to Chris- 
tianity is more marked and offensively declared than in China. At 
this time, said the Bishop, not only is Christianity forbidden in Japan, 
but a baptised Japanese is held by Japanese law to be a rebel against 
his soyereign, the Mikado. Christians are now deported: by hun- 
dreds. A few years since several thousand Christian families were 
seized and scattered among the provinces. They were condemned to 
work in mines, and, were it not for the active interference of the re- 
presentatives of the Treaty Powera, these poor people would undoubt- 
edly have suffered death.. The mines are now manned by Roman 
Catholic Christians, where they are held inakind of bondage. The 
narrative of the Sir Harry Parkes (steamship) at Nagasaki, m 1869, 
which was to have taken a crowd of Christians out to sea to drown 
them, will be rememb:red in confirmation of the bloodthirsty desizns 
of the Mikado’s officers against Christian converts; nor are the Roman 
Catholic missionaries and their converts the only objects of such bar- 
barous practices. Our Protestant missions are almost rendered nuga- 
tory by the jealous espiona ze of the Japanese authorities. At Nagasaki 
Isawa guirlhouse erected opposite our English missionary’s resi- 
dence, so that all who entered might be noted and reported. The 
missionarics may not preach to the people. A missionary attempting 
to preach in Japan would be immediately proceeded against for dis- 
turbing the peace. 

The Bishop concluded by hoping that America and Great Britain 
would ere long ‘‘teach China and Japan better.” In this view the 
speaker held the views entertained by all enlightencd foreigners. The 
Celestials only understood force, and the arguments that could be 
used most effectively should be backed by force.

NEW CLAUSES IN BILLS OF LADING. 

WE beg to call the attention of our readers to the an- 
nouvcement in another column of some resolutions to be 
proposed at a meeting of merchants interested in the Far 
East, which will be held at the London Tavern to-morrow 
morning for the purpose of protesting against the insidious 
clauses now sought to be introduced into the bills of lading 
of a certain clique of steamship owners. It is quite unne- 
cessary to dwell on the importance of the question, or to 
point out the unfairness of the proposed clauses. We may, 
however, be permitted to remind our readers of the necessity 
of taking action promptly to repel the attempted abuse, 
which, we may be sure, will be turned into a “ precedent ” at 
the very first opportunity with the sharpest possible practice, 
unless immediately repudiated by those whose interests it is 
designed to sacrifice. The movement being supported by 
such names as those of Messrs. MaTaeson, Messrs. BARING, 
Messrs. Greason, Messrs. GBs, Messrs. Forses, Messrs. Dent, 
und Messrs. Hutu, there can be little doubt of a large at- 
tendance and complete unanimity at the meeting. 

















THE “MALOO MIXTURE” SCANDAL. 
THANKS to the perseverance of Mr. Maanrac, Mr. Pegx, 
Mr. W. Lawrence, Mr. J. C. Berrs, and other honourable 
representatives of the China trade, there is at length some 
probability that the dangerous nuisance of spurious tea will 
some day be removed. It certainly seems discouraging to 


find Mr. Cuicnester Fortescug informing the deputation’ 
which waited on him, and told him that Df. Leraesy had 


found twenty-five per cent. of iron filings in ‘this ‘Sort % 


“tea,” that the Government have no power to prevent the, 


circulation of such poison after the duty has been paid on it. 
But, on the other hand, there is hope—though rather di 

and roundabout, seeing that the question has been bandis 
about from Circumlocution-office to Circumlocution-office 
from the Commissioners of Sewers to the Board of Trade 
—that “the subject should receive the earnest con- 
sideration of Government,” and that, in the mean- 
time, he “would be glad if the deputation would sup- 
ply ‘him with additional facts and information.” Seeing 
that the deputation had already mentioned the start- 
ling fact that Dr. Lernesy had detected iron filings in 
about the proportion of a moderate-sized crowbar to every 
chest of “ Maloo Mixture ;” and that other authorities equally 
reliable had drawn attention to the circumstance that the 
great bulk of the remainder of this “ tea” consists of willow- 
leaves, spent tea-leaves, and animalcule (which last probably 
assist the general adulteration on the voyage, from the inevi- 
table fermentation of the hateful stuff, and are certainly the 
only blameless parties engaged in the transaction), we are 
somewhat at a loss to understand what more “ information ” 
Mr. Forrescuk wants. Surely he did not expect the depu- 
tation to drink any of the decoction, and tell him how ill they 
were afterwards ? Were not the facts brought under the notice 
of the President of the Board of Trade sufficient to engage him 
to promise without more ado that he would put an end to a 
shameful—or shameless—system which is corroding the sto- 
machs of young and old, for no better excuse than that “ duty” 
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has been paid on an article with the distinct representation 
that it was what it was not?) We remember very well that 
Mr. Briaut, on the accession of the present Government to 
power, declared that “adulteration was only a form of com- 
petition.” But, if adulteration is to be carried on with im- 
punity in the ratio of the “ Maloo Mixture,” it seems to us 
that poisoning will soon become only “a form of competi- 
tion” too. In the meantime the deputation will scarcely 
be satisfied with the assurance that our just and comprehen- 
sive legal system condemns the ignorant retail vendor of an 
ounce of this abomination to heavy fine if as much iron as 
would make a shot is detected in it, while it protects the 
“ merchant” who consigns us the same article five thousand 
cases at a time from any penal consequences so long aa 
“duty ” is paid on it. 


THE “BURMESE ENVOYS.” 

A LETTER has appeared in the Standard under the above | 
title, and with the signature of “ Scrurator,” who dates from 
14, St. James’s-square, in which the writer refers to “ cer- 
“tain Burmese gentlemen at present in England, who are defi- 
“nitely, or rather indefinitely, described as ‘our guests—the 
“ Barmese,’ or ‘ The Burmese Mission,’ or ‘ The Burmese En- 
voys.” He proceeds :— 


It ought not to surprise us to find that, with the object of entering 
upon direct diplomatic relations with the Foreign-office in this country, 
certain Burmese gentlemen of the King’s household (whatever that 
means) should have arrived, as it were, in a private capacity and on a 
private visit, without being officially accredited to any Governinent, but 
bearing with them certain instructions and a letter or letters from the 
native Government to our Prime Minister, and semething in the shape 
of a present or decoration (?) from his Majesty the King of Barmah to 
Mr. W. H. Gladstone. But it is matter for surprise to find that the 
letters and presents so insidiously designed should have been re- 
ceived, accepted, and duty acknowledsed on the part of Her 
Majesty’s Government. Let us not shirk the conclusion to which 
such courteous imbecility on the part of our home Government by 
undue interference with Eastern affairs (which they cannot reasonably 
hope to understand) inevitably points. It simply means mischief and 
danger to the efficiency of our local administration within and beyond 
British India. Theso-called ‘‘ Burmese mission,’ or Burmese envoys, 
must be pronounced an illusion, for the following reasons:—1. Because 
it is a sham to call the Burmese gentlemen ‘our guests,” when they are 
not so, or describe them as ‘‘ envoys” as long as they are not officially 
accredited to our Government. 2. Because it is a sham, and an affront 
to our hospitality towards foreign visitors, that the Burmese gentlemen 
referred to should be represented to be what they really know they are 
not. 3. Because it is a sham on the part of these Burmese gentlemen, 
in their intercourse with public bodies in this country, to pretend to an 
influence and authority at the Court of Burmah, which they know very 
well that even the ministers themselves do not possess. 4, It is @#2am 
to call the King of Burmah’s present to Mr. Gladstone a decoration, 
when we know it to bea mere bauble, without any signification at all, 
Whicli the King lately amused his courtiers by telling them he copied 
from a portrait of one of our ministers, arrayed in stars and decorations, 
-as pictdred in a late number of the [lustrated London News. 


Wehave’ given this lengthy extract because our readers 
ill remember that we were the first to draw attention to 


‘the composition of the “mission” a few weeks ago. That 


it will appear in its true colours is merely a question of 
time ; but, even if our Government are content to bear with 
such idle displays as the present is supposed to be, the 
following words of ScruTaTor deserve to be closely weighed, 
for they apply to China more than Burmah, in the same 
ratio that China exceeds Burmah in relative importance to 
Great- Britain. 

It is the greatest sham of all to assume in our arrogance that our 
Civilisdtion and power, though they are so superior to that of Burmah, 
justify us in displaying an unusual magnanimity towards those (who in 
ignorance be it supposed) come to us with unclean havds—whilst we 
blind ourselves to the fact that this very magnanimity in matters of 
folitical etiquette is not only langhed at by our friends as a sign of im- 
becility, but is positively mischievous in its results, by inducing acts of 
outrage and aggression, similar to those which necessarily lead to hos- 
tilities, and which have (little as we ure inclined to acknowledge the 
fact, mainly contributed, within a century of our Indian history, to add 
nearly the whole of Hindostan to our eastern dominions. Do we in- 
tend that history should repeat itself, with referonce to Burmah, and, 
probably also, the great Chinese Empire ?

vested M. De Lessers with the insignia of a Knight Grand

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CHINA TRADE RETURNS. 

The “ Returns of Trade at the Treaty Ports of China for 1870” 
appear most opportunely at the time when the Treaty rights of 
foreigners are menaced, though only indirectly, by the recent 
circular of the Chinese Government. It may be reasonably hoped 
that the English public will be awakened to a sense of the great 
value of our trade with China when they read the résumé of the 
figures before us. The first table shows us that the imports into 
what we may fairly term “ Free China ” have risen from fifty-one 
million taels in 1864 to sixty-nine million taels in 1870. In the 
same six years the exports advanced from fifty-four million 
to sixty-one million taels. The Customs revenue has risen 
from eight ard a-half millions in 1866 to nine and a-half 
in 1870. The table of the annual value of the trade with 
each country speaks even more eloquently of the growing 
importance of our commerce in the Far East. English imports 
are here shown to have more than doubled themselves in value in 
six years ; while exports have fallen off nearly 20 per cent. in the 
same time. The Chinese are therefore twice as good customers 
to us as they were six years ago, and we are considerably less good 
customers than we were to them at thet time. Can anything speak 
more forcibly in favour of our maintaining our Treaty rights in- 
violate than such figures as these, which prove that the advantages 
of communication and trade with us is more appreciated by the 
Chinese than by ourselves? All the animosity and special plead- 
ing of the Mandarians cannot get over the hard dry facts of the 
statistics before us. We hope the lesson they read will not be 
lost on the Government, and that they will not fail to see that any 
concession of our Treaty rights would not only inevitably plunge 
us into war, and exercise a prejudicial influence on trade, but that 
it would be absolutely totally opposed to the wishes of the Chinese 
people themselves, who are most anxious and ready to encourage 
the import of our manufactures. 

Passing down the list we find the value of imports from India 
has declined in the six years under review from twenty-six to 
twenty million taels—an item which forcibly corroborates the 
view taken in these columns of the present transition state of our 
Opium trade. 

In the course of the same six years the United States have 
failed to increase their exports to China from less than half a 
million taels value to that modest sum; on the contrary, they 
have allowed their exports to fall off, though they have increased 
their imports of Chinese produce from six million taels to eight 
anda half millions. The Australian trade, never very consider- 
sble, also shows a marked falling-off. 

The gross trade with Singapore and the Straits, we are sorry to 
see, has been reduced in the same time from three million taels to 
one million ; we hope, however, that the last year was an excep- 
tionally bad one. The trade with the Philippines, Java, Cochin 
China, and Canada, has also declined ; that with the Amoor Pro- 
vinces and South America shows a considerable increase. 

The gross import of opium for local consumption in Shanghai 
shows a reduction from 19,709 piculs in 1864 to 11,641 piculs in 
1870. In Canton the quantity fell in the same time from 2,490 
to 754 piculs ; in Amoy from 4,037 to 3,098; in Foochow from 
6,246 to 4,256. On the other hand it rose in Swatow from 4,712 
to 4,840 piculs ; in Ningpo from 3,305 to 5,024; in Hankow from 
1,999 to 3,678 ; in Chinkiang from 1,693 to 6,943 ; in Chefoo from 
1,314 to 3,914; In Tientsin from 2,875 to 7,161; and in Niu-. 


chiang from 504 to 2,445. The total amount imported in 1870, |* 


of all sorts, seems to be about the average value of the previous 
8ix years, 

Turning to exports we find the quantity of black tea sent to 
Great Britain was 821,856 piculs ; of green tea 71,498 piculs. The 
United States took 77,389 piculs of black, and 159,455 of green tea. 
The most noticeable of the other places of export are Australia, 
which took 83,194 piculs ; Siberia and Russia, which took 83,355 ; 
ae oe Kong and other ports, which appear for 57,659 piculs 
—all black. : 

The number of vessels enterod and cleared in 1870 stands at 
14,136, against 14,802 in 1869, 14,075 in 1868, 14,704 in 1867, 
and 15,612 in 1866. The Customs Revenue, which was, in 1869, 
Tis. 9,880,189, was, in 1870, Tis. 9,545,847. 

The approximation to the value of the whole trade is stated to 
be Tls. 26,306,295, or a little above the average of the preceding 
three years. 

The pamphlet closes with a special table for Shanghai, from 
which it appears that the gross value of the trade of that port 
was, last year, 106 million taels, against 110 millions in 1869, 112 
in 1868, 97 in 1867, and 91 in 1866. 





HONG KONG CUSTOMS. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sm,—Sir Rutherford Alcock, in his despatch to the Earl of 
Clarendon, dated 28th October, 1869, whilst arguing, on the one 
hand, ie advantages gained by him} by the new Convention he 
had concluded, concludes by saying. “ Finally, these three con 
ceasions constituted the price demanded for all the Chinese were 
willing or could be induced to grant in the interests of foreign 
trade. Have we paid too dear? I think the advantages we have 
gained so far preponderate over the little that has been yielded 
as to leave no doubt on the subject.” The three concessions made 
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were an increase of duty on opium and silk, and last, the ap- 
pointment of a Chinese Consul to Hong Kong, “controlling the 
smuggling propensities of his own countrymen in league with the 
foreign raerchant.” 

The community of Hong Kong, in a memorial presented to Earl 
Granville in March, 1870, protested against the admission of such 
an official to reside among them. 

The influential deputation which waited on Lord Clarendon in 
the previous February had already explained the law as regards 
Hong Kong, and showed how to reduce smuggling, to foster an 
increased trade yielding more revenue to China without such an 
objectionable appointment. Ultimately the Convention was re- 
jected, and thus the threatened evil avoided. 

The Overlund China Mail of May 12 last had an article headed 
“ The Blockade of Hong Kong.” It says, “ The practical ques- 
tion, what is to be done in regard to the ruinous proceedings 
adopted by the Chinese Provincial Government towards this port 
is deserving of the attention of every person who has any stake 
in the prosperity of Hong Kong, and we are not wholly without 
hope that members of the Government or the Chamber of Com- 
merce may be led to see its importance.” Would tho authorities 
in Gibraltar permit the Spanish navy to blockade the port ? 

Mr. Hamilton Fish wrote to Mr. E. B. Washburne in despatch 
No. 182 of Oct. 4, 1870, thus :— This Government desires and 
intends to maintain a perfect and strict neutrality between the 
two Powers now unfortunately engaged in war. It desires also to 
extend to both the manifestation of its friendly feeling in every 
possible way, and will allow to the vessels of war of each Power 
equally the hospitality of its ports and harbours for all proper 
and friendly purposes. But this hospitality is liable to abuse, 
and circumstances have arisen to give rise in the minds of some 
persons to the apprehension that attempts at such abuse have 
taken place. 

And after saying that he had called the attention of M. Ber- . 
themy, the French representative at Washington, to the current 
rumours, sustained as they are by the presence of a number of 
French vessels upon the coast of the United States, and as to 
their appearance near some of the harbours and entrances of 
Chesapeake Bay, &c., he continues to say :— 

“The appearance of French vessels in these immediate neigh- 
bourhoods in such numbers and force does not fail to excite the 
alarm of these vessels (Germans), and must have the effect, toa 
greater or less degree, to diminish that trade. 

“ The United States are not prepared at present to say that any 
actual violation of international law has been committed, or that 
the hospitality of these waters has been positively abused. But 
the hovering of the vessels of war of a belligerent on the coasts 
near the entrance of the principal ports of a friendly Power does 
interfere with the trade of the friendly Power. 


“ Although the vessels of either bellip‘erents may not actually 
shelter within the jurisdiction of the United States, and proceed 
thence against the vessels of its enemy, this Government would 
regard as an {unfriendly act the hovering of such vessels upon 
the coast of the United States, near its shores, in tho neighbour- 
-hood of its ports, and in the track of the ordinary commerc:e of 
these ports, with intent to intercept the vessels of trade of its 
enemy.” 

.2 To the latter part of this despatch I would, through the me- 
iug» of your journal, call the attention of the residents of Hong 
ig and others. 

‘The China Mail says any hope of a rough and ready solution 
of the difficulty must be laid aside with an unavailing sigh, and 
they, in short, advocates the ingenious suggzestion of Mr. Dick, | 
Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai, “ who propuses that a 
branch of the Foreign Customs should be established at Hong 
Kong, for the purpose of taking an account of, and a bond for, 
all opium imported, of passing under certifica.te all opium re-ex- 
ported in foreign vessels to treaty ports, and of collecting duty 
only on opium taken over by Chinese purchas:2rs for shipment in 
junks, whether to treaty or non-treaty ports.” 

Of course this offer is made palatable by the offer of a per- 
centage of the duty ($1,000,000) thus collected to the Hong 
Kong Government. Of course Mr. Dick seems: not to wish to in- 
terfere with opium landed in Hong Kong, buit collecting duty 
only on such opium as should be shipped in (Yhinese junks, and 
further temptation is held out by the suggestion that the opium 
rade might be transferred to foreign bottoms :at the expense of 
junks. 

The number of Chinese junks (Government G‘azette of March 12, 
1870) which entered and cleared the port of Victoria in 1869 was 
45,968, of 2,767,684 tons burden, with a crew of 602,203 men. 
Does the China Mail believe that by having a Chinese Custom- 
house in Hong Kong it would solely transfer t:he trade in opium 
to foreign bottoms? Does it not strike the ecli.tor that by advo- 
cating what Macao strove so hard to get rid cf, it would inflict 
the greatest injury imaginable to Hong Kong, vrhose prestiye rests 
on its being a British colony (not leased Chinese: territory as Macao 
used to be)—and a free port? I cannot for a miment believe that 
any person, only a little acquainted with China, can for a moment 
entertain such a preposterous proposal as to lo wer a British pos- 
session to a Chinese dependency. 

It is pan natural that Mr. Dick should. advocate the in- 
terest of his service, but how the China Mail could now advocate 
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‘@ proposed measure which, if carried into effect, would be ten 
times more injurious to Hong Kong than the proposal of the ap- 
peintment of Chinese Consul repudiated at the time by the people 
and the press of Hong Kong, is inexplicable to me, and all who 
take an interest in Hong Kong should unite to oppose such a 
proposition.— Your obedient servant, R. 


“MALOO MIXTURE.” 
Ge the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srz,—In answer to some inquiries of a friend in Shanghai on 
‘the subject of the spurious tea yclept “ Maloo Mixture,” I have 
‘received the following information. Writing on the 21st April 
ast he says :—“ No doubt the Maloo trade existed for some time, 
‘but now, I think, has ceased, simply because the great outcry in 
England made it unprofitable. Tea leaves that had been once 
used were collected in Shanghai, under our very noses—from tea 
shops, theatres, brothels, &c., and, no doubt, from the cooks and 
cooks’ mates in European houses. The leaves were spread out to 
dry on plots of waste ground round the settlement, and particu- 
larly on that very dirty spot on the old race course bounded on 
the west by the defence ditch, and on the north (south 1) by the 
Maloo, where pigs and mangy dogs most do congregate. The new 
trade was, as far as I could make out, confined to two or three 
German houses. I have heard no talk. about the ‘ mixture’ 
lately, but I will try to find out before I write you again whether 
the tea-shopkeepers still find a market for their used leaves. The 
trade may to some extent be conducted ess openly, more prudently 
than before—a smaller per centage of. bad mixed with gocd.” 

On the 5th May, a fortnight later, he writes thus :—‘* The 
Maloo tea trade is still carried on. The ‘heathen Chinee’ col- 
lects, mixes, scents, doctors, and pac:ks the article. The ‘heir of 
all the ages’ for a commission, acts as agent in forwarding it to 
London for sale to Englishmen. A parcel went home in the 
a I believe.” 

Identically with the receipt of this I read your remarks of the 
28th ult., anent the cargo of tlie Sydenham, and rejoice with 
you that the Commissioner of Sewers has taken up the mat- 
ter vigorously. I also hope that detection of the offenders 
will be followed up by the prosecution of both shippers and 
-congigtiees ; but while rejoicing and hoping, I can but fear 
that all which the commis sioner can do will be of little 
avail, nor can I sea how wi; are to prove guilty complicity 
in the zominal shippers and consignecs. That something 
should be done to “repress a dangerous nuisance and a great 
scandal to British commer ce,” all will admit—but how shall 
we go tibout it—that is the question. Taking my friend’s let- 
ters as texts, we learn that, , with [Chinese as tools, two or three 
German houses are the Sha’ aghai originators of the fraud, and what 
will as tonish some people‘ is the circumstance of the China press 
being £:0 silent in regard t: » their names. It doesnot astonish me, 
because I know that in ( shina and Hong Kong Germans are 80 
clannis:h that if an edito ¢ offends one he offends all—this being 
special ly marked toward s the China Evening Mail s short time 
ago. ‘he editor had sp tken freely of the way the war was going 
on, ancl asa reward for his temerity every subscription the Ger- 
mans could influence was at once withdrawn; and a similar 
thing -occurred at Shi mghai. The Friend of China had passed 
some sé.tirical remarks on German clipper ships, and every Ger- 
man in the settlement was induced to withdraw his support ; the 
skipper of the ship ric liculed going to the publishing office with 
a whip to punish the offender, but when there thinking better of 
it. And so of Shang hai municipal matters. Germans were per- 
fect dogs in the map ger, and would help in nothing for the good 
of all, until absolute iy forced into it by Consular dictation. 

On one occasion a perfect cargo of spurious “‘Schellings” was 
placed on the mark et, and for months it was hardly possible to 
change a dollar wit’ hout getting a false coin. But like to the 
Maloo Mixture imp: »rt—who could prove the identity of shipper or 
consignee ?, With th ese facts before us, the only remedy I can sug- 
gest is this—Let such respectable German houses in China as 
Pustau and Co., Tre jmutmann and Oo., Scheibler, Matthei and others 
make common caur e, and denounce publicly the known shippers 
(preparers) of Ma oo tea. If that is not sufficient to stop the 
game, let Berlin | se asked to do a little legislation. No doubt 
but Bismark’s Gov rernment is willing to punish swindlers with 
Fromputnde, this being exhibited the other day in the case of a 

t. Oppert, who was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment for 
having, with som e Americans, landed from a Prussian-flagged 
steamer on Korea, snd despoiled a royal tomb. An attempt by the 
United States Con sul-Gencral to punish his countryman (son of 
his colleague the ' Fice-Consul) failed-—Not so in the North Ger- 
man Court; and t, ‘© audacious adventurer obtained such deserts 
as would well befit + our Maloo Mixture compounders.—I am, Sir, 
yours, &c., Tav.

SPURIOUS TEA. 

The Standard say :—Englishmen are not very eager to experience 
the bleasings of “ p. sternal government,” but they certainly regard it 
as the function of t] 1¢ Executive to protect them from abominations 
of this kind. Alu) a in bread, horsebeans in coffee, and sand in 
ser are bad enoug. 4; but what are these to iron filings in one’s tea 
and the horrible mes 1 called “Maloo Mixture?” It is the poor who 
suffer from these infp mous practices, and common humanity demands 
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that something should be done to save them from being poisoned in 

their daily food. Mr. Chichester Fortescue, however, does not see 

the matter in this light. It is pointed out to him that the City au- 

thorities have already done their utmost, and have effected large 

seizures, but that a considerable amount has escaped out of their 
hands pending judicial proceedings, and that the only sure way of 
putting a stop to the traffic ia by instructing the Customs officers to 

refuse to receive the duty upon any tea which shall be authori- 

tatively certified to be unfit for human food. But the official mind is 

aghast at such a proposal. It contemplates a reduction in the revenue 
proportioned to the vigilance with which it is carried into effect, and 

Mr. Fortescue really does not see how he can ‘take action in the 
matter.” It must be confessed that the influences which surround the 
President of the Board of Trade are not of a character to inspire him 
with a genial or humane sense of his duty. He succeeds to a post 
which was recently filled by Mr. Bright, and he has taken counsel in 
this matter with the Chancellor of the Exchequer. We are all familiar 
with Mr. Bright’s views upon this and cognate questions. He takes 
what is called the large-hearted statesmanlike view of adulteration. 
It is ‘‘ merely a form of competition,” and to repress it by paina and 
penalties would be a cruel interference with the liberty of trade. 
Moreover, are we not told, on the same authority, that articles of food 
are sometimes the better for being adulterated, and it is not within 
the region of possibility that there may be wholesomeness disguised 
under the repulsive ingredients of “ Maloo Mixture,” and mach hidden 
virtue in steel filings? Such might quite possibly be the view com- 
mended to Mr. Fortescue, by the traditions of the Board of Trade, end 
the corrective could hardly be looked for at the hands of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. All is fish that comes into Mr. Lowe's net. There is 
no taint of adulteration, no reek of the “ filth and dirt of the Maloo Mix- 
turejupon the sterling coin which is paid as duty into the Exchequer. 
What matters it if people are poisoned so that the bane brings its 
quota to the Customs treasury ? “‘Maloo Mixture” is as the choicest 
Bohea to the practical mind of our Finance Minister, so long as it 
contributes to swell the revenue, and the proposal to employ the Cus- 
toms officials to detect and reject the delectable stuff, which pays the 
duty on tea as if it were really tea instead of a diabolical concoction 
of filth, would shock him as an affront to his moral sense. No wonder, 
with such counsellers to guide him, that Mr. Fortescue is unable to see 
his way to do anything in the matter. But we take comfort from his 
promise that he will give it his ‘earnest consideration.” The assur- 
ance which has been so fruitful in the case of the Home Secretary 
should hardly be of less worth when tendered by the Minister for 
Trade. We trust that the tea merchants will pay another visit to Mr.

VICE-CHANCELLOR'S COURT. 
; DE MONTIGNY V. SCHMIDT. 
These two suits have occupied the Court for three entire days; the 
evidence was voluminous, but the following is an outline of the facts. 


The plaintiff, Dominique Remi de Montigny, whose original name, 


was Pauvrehomme, in early life followed the occupation of a working 
watchmaker. In the year 1843 he went out to China, and established 
himself as a general merchant at Macao and afterwards at Shanghai. 
His business was very successful, and in course of time he established 
branches in Japan, Siam, and elsewhere, carrying on business under 
the firm of Remi, Schmidt, and Co, The profits of the business were 
go large as to have amounted in one particular year (according to his 
statement in cross-examination) to £20,000 by the export of silk to 
Europe. 

Fon the outset the principal defendant, Henry Schmidt, who is a 
tailor in Clifford-street, and the brother-in-law of the plaintiff, bought 
and sent out to him goods of various kinds, and in 1847 these con- 
signments assumed large proportions, and comprised, among other 
things, wines, arms, soft goods, hardware, and coals, and amounted 
between the years 1847 and 1856 to about £50,000. In 1856 the 
plaintiff executed a deed whereby, after reciting that the defendant 
had for several years acted as the agent in Earope for the plaintiff's 
business without receiving any remuneration, whereby large sums 
were saved to the business, the plaintiff covenanted to pay 
to the defendant an annuity of £1,000 during the continuance 
of the business, and an annuity of £350 to his wife in cace he 
died during the continuance of the business. In the years 1856 and 
1857 the business sustained heavy losses, in consequence of which no 
payment was made of the annuity, except some small sums for interest. 
The plaintiff in 1861 married a French lady, and adopted her surname 
of De Montigny. In 1868 the defendant brought an action upon the an- 
nuity deed, claiming arrears to the amount of about £11,000. The 
plaintiff then filed his first bill to restrain that action, alleging that 
the deed was intended to have effect only in case of the business con- 
tinuing to make profits, and that the defendant had been remunerated 
by the discount he had received. In the course of that suit it ap- 
peared that the defendant had not, in fact, been acting without profit, 
but that upon many of the transactions he had charged a considerable 
increase of price, averaging on the whole about £20 percent. The 
plaintiff then filed another bill to open the settled accounts between 
him and the defendant from 1847 to 1858, when the plaintiff returned 
to Europe, and to take account of all the dealings of the defendant as 
his agent. 

The Vice-Chancellor, after minutely commenting upon the evidence, 
said it was proved that, instead of acting gratuitously, the defendant 
had charged a profit price, and, a3 the annuity was granted on the as- 
sumption that the defendant's services had been gratuitous, the deed 
must be set aside. The settled accounts must be opened, and an ac- 
count taken of all dealings and transactions, the defendant to pay the 
costa of the first auit and of the evidence, and the costs of the second 
suit to be reserved. 


In onr report of the deputation to Mr. Chichester Fortescue on the 
subject of spurious tea, in our last issue, it is stated to have been 
from the wholesale and retail tea-dealers. We are informed that the 
deputation represented the retail trade only.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT ) 
Rorrerpay, Jaly 5. 

The members of the Second Chamber have again discussed the East 
India Railway Bill (the Samarang Principalities line). The principal 
purpose of the Bill was to release the company from its obligation to 
construct a communication line between the railway at Souracarta and 
the Solo river. A long debato ensued upon the question whether this 
was necessary, and of course some members made use of the occasion to 
Tepeat the story of the company’s misfortunes. ‘The Chamber was not, 
on the whole, inclined to release the company, according to the pro- 
posal of the Government, from its obligations, and without doubt the 
Bill would have been thrown out, if Mr. van de Putte had not brought 
forward an amendment to give the company a delay of ten years to con- 
stract the line, which amendment was carried by a very large majority 
(40 to 16). The whole Bill was afterwards approved of by 54 against 
2 votes. 

A discussion ensued on the treaties with England for the transfer of 
oar settlernents on the West Coast of Africa and that of Siak. The 
debate had been postponed till to-day, in order that the Minister should 
lay before the members the diplomatic correspondence with England on 
the subject. You will remember that the Government at first declined to 
produce the papers, but there was evidence that the treaties would not 
be ratified if the Ministry persisted ; they gave way, and produced the 
correspondence, with a proviso, however, that its tenour should be kept 
secret. How this will be possible I do not know. The debate being 
public some particulars must transpire. The opposition is still in- 
creasing, but Mr. Cremers stated that there is no doubt that the trea- 
ties will be ratified when the members have read the correspondence ; 
he indeed urged the necessity that they should be approved of, because 
he otherwise feared difficulties would arise with England if the majority 
shoald follow the advice given by the leading Liberal papers and refuse 
to ratify the treatics. The newspapers not only object to the principle of 
parting with our scttlements, but they also dizapprove of the concessiuns 
made to England with regard to the settlements in Sumatra, and demon- 
strate that there is no equivalent for the transfer, as the minister stated, 
On the contrary, they maintain that the treaty of Siak is injurious to our 
interests, and only promotes those of England and the English residents 
in Sumatra, who, year after year. complain without just reason. Of 
the debate on the subject I will send you a full report. 

Anelection is pending in the district of Haarlem, Mr. Fock being 
duly elected both in that district and in Amsterdam, having accepted a 
seat for the capital. The Liberal candidate for this election is Mr. J. 

Kappeyne van de Coppello. 

The atutement of the Vaderland about the Oost Indische Maatschap- 
py.van Lytrenten has proved correct. The Amsterdam Court has de- 
clared this company insolvent, according to the demand of Mr. Abo, a 
lawyer in Java, und Messrs. Philips, J. A. Molster, A. S, van Nierop, P, 
A. van Berensteyn and Colonel J. Seeliz are appointed liquidators. The 
result of the liquidation is expected to be most unfavourable. 

Thetroops which were on board the steamer Willem III. have sailed by 
the Noack III. for Batavia. They were received here with great honour 

’ by our population, in consequence of their gallant behaviour on board 
of the burning vessel. Military honours were given by his Majesty to 
the officers of the detachment, whilst, as I stated before, the commander 
was decorated. 

H.M. the Emperor of Anstria has conferred the Order of the Star on 
the well known peintre-artist Radin Saleh. 

Some disturbances have taken place amongst the lower classes of the 
population of Haarlem, because the annual fair is prohibited, owing to 
the prevalence of small pox, which, however, is gradually disappearing. 

The Japanese Government has charged Dr. A. Bauduin to engage two 
engineers for service in Japan, to superintend the construction of some 

important works. 

H. M. has approved of the appointment of Mr. P. M. Nickerson as 
consul of America at Batavia. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

In accordance with general anticipation, the Trading Company’s 
Coffee sale held last Wednesday went off with a good result, the prices 
realised being on an average of 1c. to 2c, above the brokers’ valuations. 
This may be partly attributed to the good assortment of suitable quali- 
ties put up, and also to the interval of about two months, which will 
elapse befure the next auction, no sale being held in July as usual. 
Spices, and more especially Nutmegs, have been in brisk demand, at 
rapidly advancing rates. Black Pepper has also been in better request, 
under the influence of reports from London. The late advance in Tin 
continues to be fully supported, and hag even made some further pro- 
gress. The position of Sugar has further weakened, prices ranging in 
favour of buyers, say in the proportion of f.§ to f.3 below the currency 
of the May sale. 

Corrzr.—As shown by the comparative monthly settlement, the de- 
liveries from the stores of the Trading Company last month have reached 
nearly. 95/m bags, being about 30/m bags in excess of those in the cor- 
responding month last year. The following shipments of private im. 
portation have been cold, viz. :—1,000 bags Java Preanger, ex P. A.J.; 
3,200 do., ex Maarten van Rossem ; 1,000 bagsdo., ex Jason; 580 bags 
do., ex Henriette ; 484 bags do., ex Suttara; 2,456 bags Java, ex Na- 
gasaki. Total stock of coffee, 803,700 bags. 

SuGar.—No business has been doing from first hands. The Trading 
Company’s July sale. has been advertised to day to take place at Amster- 
dam on the 25th inst. The same will comprise about 57,600 baskets 
Java stored in our different ports. Stock of the Trading Company 
68,816 baskets. 

Tea.—No change has occurred in the market, which looks quiet since 
the Jate public sale. Stock at Rotterdam 2,700 }-chests. 

Spices.—Prices of Nutmegs and Mace have materially improved. A 
brisk demand has prevailed on {speculation and for export to England 
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and America, and a large business has been doing at almost daily ad- 
vancing rates; present quotations are for Nutmegs No. 1, 150c. ; No. 
2, 140c. ; No. 3, almost out of stock; No 4, 80c.; Mace D, 240c., and 
E235c. No confirmation of the disaster in Banda, lately reported, has yet 
come to hand. Cloves remain quiet at former rates. Black Pepper has been 
in better request, under the influence of an improvement in London, and 
no sellers are to be met with of Lampong under3lc. Cassia Lignea is 
offered at Gic., whithout meeting buyers. Cassia Vera unaltered ; Padang 
of good quality is held for 48 to 50c., but the article is in but little 
demand. Aggregate lst and 2nd handstocks (unsold and on warrants), 
Nutmegs 3,450 casks, Mace 615 casks, Cloves 2,880 casks. 

Tosacco (JAVA).—There are no transactions to report. On the 6th 
some parcels will be offered by private tender. Rotterdam stock of 
Java 2,432 packages, 

Rice.—Prices are tending downward, as the demand remains dor- 
mant under the influence of the improved prospects of the grain crops. 
A shipment of 3,763 bags Java, ex Carlisto, has been disposed of at 
Amsterdam, besides here 2,425 bags, ex Obey, at prices not named. 

Try continues in a firm position, and prices are creeping up. Sales 
have been closed of Banca, usual prompt, at f.79 to f.79}, and for de- 
livery, ex the coming autumn sale, at f.774, whilst Billiton has been 
sold for early delivery, ex quay, at f.78. Stock unsold, Banca 66,002 
slabs; Billiton, 2,051 slabs; on warrants, Banca, 64,242. Private 
stock of Billiton, 4,100 slabs.

clauses which would have the effect of annulling their liability 
as common carriers of goods. We announced that the Salvage 
Committee had taken up the question, and that agitation was 
going forward in other quarters. It has been decided to hold a 
meeting at the London Tavern of those interested in the trade 
with the Far East to-morrow, when the following resolutions will 
be proposed :— 

“That a committee of merchants be appointed to consider all the 
special stipulations that have been introduced into bills of lading for 
steam vessels, and to confer thereon with representatives of the steam- 
ship owners and underwriters, with the view of drawing up a general 
form of bill of lading, which shall be equitable in its conditions to all 
parties, and of arranging such a method of settling the freight as may 
remedy existing irregularities, ’ 

‘* That a amall subscription be entered into by the mercantile firms 
interested to procure the requisite legal advice, and to defray other in- 
cidental expenses.” 

Tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received on the 5th 
inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were— 
to Calcutta, £300,000 ; and to Bombay, £100,000. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10jd.on all the Presidencies, 
and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at. 1s. 10}d. will receive 
about 12 per cent., and on Bombay at that price about 45 per 
cent. ; those above in full. These results show a slight further 
inerease in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the Messageries Maritime of 
France will be held on the 1st August. 

The following circular, having reference to tie present position 
of the Tea market has, been issued by Messrs. James Steains and 
Co, :— 


The China trade is passing through such varied and rapid changes \ 
as to render the custom of addressing you through the medium of a 
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periodical circular of little or no advantage. Neverthclese, we feel that 
the coming scason presents phases which it may be well to bring to your 
notice. First of all is the important and interesting event of daily tele- 
graphic communication with China having been at length accomplished, 
by which means importers can regulate their operations strictly in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of dealers herc, and thus obviate the ne- 
cessity for keeping a lurge stuck in bond in this country. Secondly, the 
class of importers has undergone a gradual change, until it is now mainly 
by foreign houses, and those who adopt the wise and economical prin- 
ciple of selling on arrival. Thirdly, Continental buyers, who bave 
hitherto largely supplied their wants from this market, are now, by the 
aid of steam, and the expeditious route of the Suez Canal, enabled to im- 
port direct; and this is most important for home dealers to bear in 
mind, as it does away with the very uncertain range of value for those 
kinds which for the time are in demand for foreign markets. Fourthly, 
isthe growing importance of Indiau Teas, which are increasing in quan- 
tity every year, and from their pungent character are becoming very 
popular, und largely superseding the hitherto favourite Kaisow, now de- 
servedly getting into disrepute—one of the fruits of sending out inex- 
perienced persons as buyers to China; for at length the Chinese have 
become utterly careless as to those essential] points, quality, preparation, 
and freedom from dust. 

These facts form a strong argument against the custom of some Lon- 
don houses, who go into stock out of the first arrivals, at prices very 
largely in excess of what is necessary; a course more than ever to be 
deprecated by the provincial houses, seeing that the hurried way in 
which all China Tea is now got up for this market makes it a perishable 
article. Dealers would, therefore, do well to follow the modern wise 
custom of importers, and not hold stock beyond actual requirements, 
unless under exceptional circumstances; and if the leading buyers will 
only act upon this principle during the coming scason, we shall enjoy a 
strictly healthy and legitimate range of prices; a course which will 
react upon buyers in China, and conduce to a general reduction in the 
scale of value, on a par with former years, when the rush of inex- 
perienced excitable buyers was unknown, for it has long been an enigma 
to merchants in every other branch of commerce why Tea should be the 
only article in which reckless buying, and equally reckless haste in 
bringing it to this country exists, to the detriment of that careful pre- 
paration which this article beyond all others requires. Up to the latest 
advices, about twenty steamers have left China with 35,000,000 lbs. of 
New Season's Teas, all of which are duc here during the first fortnight 
in August; and not content with this expedition, so great is the anxiety 
on the part of some importers to catch the first cager London buyers, 
that 20,000 chests have been sent by the more costly Overland Route— 
the P. and O. steamers. 





BULLION AND SPECIE. 

Gotp.—The recent demand has quite subsided, and all arrivals are 
now purchased by the Bank, the amount sent in since the 29th ult. 
being £351,000; on the other hand, Sovereigns to the value of about 
£90,000 have been withdrawn for transmission to the Cape and Brazils. 
Some very large arrivals are expected within the next fortnight from 
Australia and New York.

TEA. 

There has been little or no change in the market since our report 
iat last week ; the demand has continued quiet, without alteration in 
prices. 

Public sales of China took place on the 4th and 5th inst.; the 
catalogues contained 16,580 packages, and on the first day 13,417 
pecteges were offered without reserve ; about 7,000 packages found 

uyers ; about 1,100 packages fine Moning gold at 1s. 84d. to 1s. 94d., 
including a chop of 400 chests at 1s. $id. to 1s. 9d., prices about 
equal to those recently obtainable ; several breaks of Red-leaf Congou 
of old import realised 94d. to 1s.

at 44d. to 54d. ; a chop of very low Canton Congou of old import 
realised 53d. per Ib. Sik 


The month has opened with a buoyant market, large business, enor- 
mous deliveries, and prices generally advancing. It must not how- 
ever be forgotten that these deliveries owe their extent almost entirely 
to the large quantity sent to France with the intention of saving the 
contemplated duty on importation. As regards the altered state of 
the market, too, it must be recollected that the present move- 
ment and rise in prices is as much speculative as was the pre- 
vious depression and inaction. At that time all parties, both 
buyers and sellers, were under the influence of political and 
financial difficulties on the Continent and the expectation of 
large crops in all quarters. Now these political and financial 
difficulties seem to have vanished for the present, and the expectations 
of large crops have become materially modified. It is said that 
Europe will produce 10 per cent. less than last year, and that China 
will not send more than 45,000, some say 42,000 bales. The result 
ia that best No. 3 Taatlees are again 28s., and Red Peacock 2652. to 
25s. 6d., at which some considerable sales have been made for arrival 
from early shipments. All claeses of silk have shared more or less in 
the general movement and increased deliveries, but not all classes to 
the full extent in the advance of price. In Japan silk the advance 
has been rather more than in Uhina silk, but this class was previously 
more depressed. In Canton silk the market is materially relieved by 
the enormous clearances and sales, but the stock was so overwhelming 
that prices show comparatively small improvement. 

The following is from Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co.'s Cir- 
calar :—An entire change has occurred in the position of our silk mar- 
ket; the extreme depression of many weeka gave place about a fort- 
night ago to a suddenly active demand for Lyons, and business on a 
very large scale has since continued ; these operations being intended 
to secure the admission of silk into France before the proposed duty 
could be levied, there have been, in consequence, daily clearances of 
considerable magnitude, resulting in total deliveries last month quite 
unprecedented—say 8,654 bales of Asiatic silk. Prices have naturally 
improved under this altered state of things, but hardly to the extent 
which might have been expected, and this is mainly owing to the readi- 
neas with which importers and holders generally have met the demand, 
showing every willingness to sell, and glad to hive the opportunity of 
lightening their stock on the eve of a new campaign. The home de- 
mand has not shown any activity during the month, still a fair daily 
business has been doing, the mills being everywhere fully occupied. 
The improvement in prices, from the most depressed moment in June, 
is a good 1s. on China silk, 9d. to 1s. on Canton Tsatlees, 18. 6d. to 2s. 
6d. on Japans, the chief demand being for Chinas, Cantons, and Japang, 
especially the latter silks, the current rates for which evidently tempt- 
ing buyers by their comparative cheapness. The present position of 
the market generally is that of extreme firmness, with an upward ten- 
dency in prices, quotatidns being for Chinas, 25s. to 253, 6d. for ‘* Red 
Peacocks,’ — 28s. for best chop 3rds,—and 24s. for good common Tsat- 
lees. For Cantons 16s. 6d. for good market Tsatlee, and 17s. 
to 19. for superior. For Japans 23s. to 24s. for fair all round My- 
bash, and for Bengals 25s. to 26s. for best bright firet class fiatures. 
There has been an active speculative business in this market during 
the Jast four or five days, and probably 2,000 bales of the new Chinas 
have been sold to arrive; the crop of North China Silk for the Season 
1871-2 is estimated not to exceed 45,000 bales. With regard to the 
European crops, the result is less favourable than had been looked for, 
and it is doubtful whether the total yield is equal to that of last year. 
The prices of Italian and other European Silks have moved in unison 
with Asiatic, and are fully 10 per cent. higher than a month ago. 


COFFEE. 

During the earlier part of the week large supplies of Ceylon brought 
to auction met lees demand than of late, and the bulk, consisting 
of plantation, was gold at a decline of 6d. to 1s. per cwt., and coloury 
quantities rather more. During the past two days, however, althoug 
the supply of plantation has continued, a better demand has prevailed, 
and the decline submitted has been partly recovered, especially for 
coloury, which showed the greaterdepression. The latest prices paid 
have been plantation, triage and ordinary 48s. to 55s., small grey and 
dull 57s, to 583., low middling ditto 61s. to 64s. 6d., bold 64s. to 
70s. 6d., small coloury 59s. to 61s. 6d., middling 65s. to 70s. 6d., 
good middling to fine middling 71s. to 78s. 6d., good to fine bold 
bright 79s. 6d. to 848., pea-berry 79s. to 83s. Native, small 51s. 6d., 
good ordinary 558, bold 58s., pea-berry 57s. 6d. Of 1,105 bags Bon- 
thyne Singapore offered 500 bags sea-damaged sold, fourth to second- 
class 49s. 6d. to 52s. 6d., the remainder being bought in, sound 58s.
